Six evening lectures, during the next two weeks, on 
Japanese art and architecture by a distinguished 
Japanese professor continue the summer offerings of 
the School of Fine Arts. 

Dr. Toru Mori, head of the department of art history 
at Osaka University, Japan, is the author of eight 
books on Japanese art and architecture. He was 
selected to be Japan's representative at the UNESCO 
art conferences in Brazil and Paris. Dr. Mori is 
in Victoria en route to Argentina where he will 
receive an honorary Doctor's degree.

Shakespeare fans will get a chance to hear a 
leading expert on the Bard on Tuesday, July 16. 
Professor T. J. B. Spencer, Director of the 
Shakespeare Institute at the University of 
Birmingham and at Stratford on Avon, will give 
a lecture on "Shakespeare's Imaginative Language". 
Professor Spencer was formerly professor of 
English at Queen's University, Belfast, and is 
widely known for his many publications in the 
field of English literature. He is English 
Editor of the Modern Language Review ; 


DONALD BALL, anthropology and sociology, recently 
attended the Canadian Sociology and Anthropology 
Association meetings in Calgary. He acted as 
discussant for the section on "Deviance and Values" 
and chairman of the section on "Roles and Occupa¬ 
tions". On August 29, he will be in Boston to 
present a paper at the Roundtable Meeting of the 
American Sociological Association. 


Three visiting professors are presenting courses 
in anthropology and sociology this summer. DR. 
BARBARA LANE, research and consultant, the U. S. 
Attorney General's Office, is lecturing in North¬ 
west Coast Anthropology; HUBERT GUINDON, Sir 
George Williams University, is giving Ethnic and 
Minority Group Relations; and PETER MANNING, 
Michigan State University, the Introductory 
Sociology. 


DR. H. M. SULLIVAN, physics, will attend a 
symposium on Acoustic-Gravity Waves in the 
Atmosphere, in Boulder, Colorado, July 15 - 17. 

He will also visit some of the Upper. Atmosphere 
Research Laboratories at the University of 
Colorado. His colleague, DR. L. P. ROBERTSON, 
will represent TRIUMF at the first meeting of 
the Users' Committee of the Los Alamos Linear 
Accelerator at Los Alamos, New Mexico, July 18-21. 


DR. J. B. MACLEAN was re-appointed to the National 
Executive of the Canadian Association of University 
Teachers of German at its recent convention in June 
at the University of Calgary.
